150 Tons of Gold Bars Required 
To Make Great Britain’s Debt 
Payment; 6 Weeks to Transfer 


By Spectacular Method of Payment Debtor 
Emphasizes Depletion of Reserves— 
Could Have Saved $3,000,000.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—The 


British Ambassador, Sir Ronald 
Lindsay, notified Secretary of the 
Treasury Mills early today that the 


British Government has instructed 
its fiscal agents in New York to 
make arrangements with the New 
York Federal Reserve Bank to ear- 
mark $95,550,000 in gold for the 
United States for payment of the 
Dec. 15 installment of the British 
war debt. 

The order to earmark gold for in- 
ter-governmental debt payments 
was unprecedented. In the past, 
payments have been made by mere 
dollar bank credits or in United 
States bonds. By the spectacular 
order, Great Britain dramatized its 
payment in order to emphasize how 
its gold reserves are being depleted. 
Had Great Britain paid by the 
usual way of tendering certain 
Treasury.bonds which could be 
bought below par, $3,000,000 could 
have been saved. 

By the present arrangement the 
New York Federal Reserve Bank 
has earmarked $95,550,000 in gold 
for the United States Treasury. To 
offset the operation, the Bank of 
England has earmarked in London 


a similar amount for the New York 
Federal Reserve Bank. The Bank 
of England will be repaid by the 
British Government. 

The gold earmarked for the Unit- 
ed States Treasury will repose in a 
special vault a very short time if at 
all. It will not be transferred to 
Washington because the Federal 
Government has need of large cash 
credits in New York today to meet 
interest on the national debt and 
to redeem maturing securities. Thus 
the American Government will use 
the gold to buy cash credits at the 
Reserve bank. In reality this trans- 
fer will be a bookkeeping opera- 
tion. 

Great Britain, -however, through 
the Bank of England will send to 
the New York Reserve Bank rough- 
ly 150 tons of gold bars. These gold 
bars will replace the gold bullion 
that was earmarked by the New 
York Reserve Bank for the United 
States Treasury. 

Secretary Mills said today that 
these gold bars would be sent te 
the United States in “takes,” that is, 
in small lots, because shipping and 
insurance practice would not per- 
mit the transfer of so valuable a 
cargo in one shipment. He said 
this operation might consume six 
weeks. Great Britain pays the cost 
of the actual transfer.

‘COL.’ ABE SLUPSKY 


WANTS TO TESTIFY 
ON BEER; HE KNOWS 
Man Who Once Drank 600 


Pints in 30 Days Says Brew 
Must Be 4 Pct. 


While propagandists are testify- 
ing at hearings on the beer bill in 
Washington, “Col.” Abe Slupsky, 
3852 Lindell boulevard, is wonder- 


ing why he is not called as an ex- 
pert. 

“T could tell them about beer,” the 
72-year-old philosopher and one- 
time educational reformer said to- 
day. And he opened a frayed 
scrapbook to some newspaper clip- 
pings, describing his demonstration 
of the healthful properties of the 
robust St. Louis beer of 1899. 

Slupsky, early in that year, drank 
20 pints of beer a day for 30 con- 
secutive days. The feat was at- 
tested by the proprietors of the 
downtown bars where: he drank, 
and was checked daily by re 
porters. In those days, the per- 
centage of alcohol in beer was not 
much discussed, but Slupsky is sure 
that the beer which he drank had 
4 per cent alcohol or more. 

“Anything less than 4 per cent 
isn’t beer,” Slupsky said. “I could 
drink those 20 pints a day, because 
I knew how to.drink beer. I didn’t 
guip it from small glasses; I sat 
down and sipped it from big lem- 
onade glasses, eating a few salt 
pretzels. I was overweight at the 
end of the 30 days, but I felt fine.” 

Slupsky said he still knew how to 
transform near-beer,. of the best 
brands, into a much closer approxi- 
mation of the old-time beverage. 
Home brew is an abomination to 
him. 

The “Colonel” received his title 
and much Sof the publicity which 
he enjoyed 30 years ago from ed- 
itorial articles written by Charles 
A. Dana in the New York Sun. 
Dana read of Slupsky’s candidacy 
for the Board of Education and be- 
gan writing about him. Slupsky 
was a City Hall employe at the 
time, and he later served brewing 
interests as a lobbyist at Jefferson 
City.

BUY, 16, KILLED 
WHEN COASTING ON 
ART FILL SLIDE 


Jack N. Wallace Runs Head- 
First Into Heavy Bob- 
Sled That Had Stopped 
on Track. 


Jack. N. Wallace, 16-year-old 
Roosevelt High School senior, was 
killed last night in a coasting acci- 
dent on Art Hill in Forest Park. 

He went to the park with five 
friends from Roosevelt High. About 
9 o’clock he started down the slide 
in front of the Art Museum on a 
light sled. He was coasting head 
first with Sally Chase, 14, lying on 
his back. As they neared the turn 
at the bottom they crashed into a 
bobsled, which had stopped on the 
slide. : . 

Wallace’s head struck the side of 
the heavy bobsled, crushing his 
skull. Sally Chase and the occu- 
pants of the bobsled, whose names 
were not learned, were unhurt. 

The injured youth was taken to 
St. John’s Hospital, where he died 
at 1 a.m. today. He lived with 
his widowed mother, Mrs. Kathryn 
D. Wallace, 4555 Shenandoah ave- 
nue. He would have been grad- 
uated in January. He was a track 
team letter man and had been nom- 
inated for membership in “The 
Torch,” national scholastic honor 
society. 

Sally Chase, a second-year stu- 
dent at Roosevelt, lives at 3810 Ar- 
senal street. 

The fatality is the third here this 
winter. On Nov. 18 Grace Herold, 
14, a student at Cleveland High 
School, was killed when her sled 
collided with an automobile in 
Neosho street. Edward Costello, 
12, 5613 St. Louis avenue, was killed 
the night of Nov. 19 when an auto- 
mobile passed over his sled, drag- 
ging him off of it. His body was 
found next day several blocks away.

TAX ON BREW FIXED 
AT $5 A BARREL 


All Dispensers of It Will Be 
Charged License Fee of 
$1000, Amendment Pro- 
vides.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—The 
House Ways and Means Committee 
today ordered reported a bill to le- 
galize the manufacture and sale of 
3.2 per cent beer and another ill 
to legalize the manufacture and 


sale of wine of an unlimited alco- 
holic content. 

Chairman Collier refused to give 
out the vote, but said “it was over- 
whelming.” 

Representative Rainey of Illincis 
the Democratic leader, announced: 
“We will take the beer bill up in 
the House next Tuesday.” 

The beer tax was fixed at $5 a 
barrel of 31 gallons. 

An amendment was adopted pro- 
viding that all dispensers of beer 
would be licensed and that the li- 
cense fee would be $1000. 

Collier said the wine bill would 
be brought up in the House after 
disposition of the beer measure. He 
said that Representative Lea 
(Dem.) California, leader of the 
wine bloc, probably would lead the 
fight for the wine bill. 

Some revision of the language of 
the beer measure is to be made 
before Collier introduces it in the 
House. 

Immediately after the committee 
voted to report the measures, com- 
mittee clerks were directed to be- 
gin the drafting of the formal re- 
ports. 

With the exception of the in- 
crease in alcoholic content from 
2.75 per cent by weight to 3.2, the 
beer measure, Rainey said. will be 
almost identical with the original 
Collier proposal. 

Rainey estimated that the beer 
bill if enacted, would produce ap- 
proximately -$200,000,000 in revenue 
during the first year. 

Meanwhile, Speaker Garner said 
at his press conference that he 
would not commit himself at this 
time on whether a general sales 
tax bill would be undertsken at the 
short session. 

“I have not surveyed the situa- 
tion,” Garner said, when  q'les- 
tioned about Secretary of Treasury 
Mills’ demand for a sales tax to 
provide revenue to balance the 
budget. 

It is known that the Democrats 
are relying heavily on revenue 
hoped to be derived from a beer 
tax to go toward balancing the 
budget. Mills yesterday said he 
could not speak for the adminis- 
tration as to whether the bill would 
be signed if enacted by Congress, 
but he gave estimates of $125,000,- 
000 to $150,000,060 a year revenue 
on beer, while Democratic sponsors 
of the bill have estimated at $5-a- 
barrel tax on beer and 20 cents a 
gallon on wine would bring in 
about $230,000,000 a year. 

Experts from the Joint Commit- 
tee on Internal Revenue were called 
into the meeting and information 
on the English, German and French 
beer taxation laws was gathered 
from various sources. Information 
on the latest beer tax applied in 
England was received by cable. 

Chairman Collier said he hoped 
the committee could finish drafting 
the bill by Saturday so as to bring 
it before the House next Tuesday.

Immediately after leaving the 
presidential palace Choutemps hur- 
ried to Herriot’s office and the two 
were in conference for some time. 

Chautemps is one of the promi- 
nent leaders of the radical party to 
which Edouard Herriot beiongs. He 
really inherited his political career, 
for his father was a Cabinet Min- 
ister and a vice-president of the 
Senate. He himself once served 
briefly as Premier, and in the first 
Herriot Cabinet of 1924 he was in 
the important Ministry of the In- 
terior. 

He is a slim figure, always imma- 
culately dressed and with a good, 
suave line of talk. More than once 
after France came to know the for- 
mer.Mayor of New York, he has 
been called the Jimmy Walker of 
French politics. He is only 47 in a 
country where most of the political 
leaders are around 60. For 28 years 
he has been a practicing attorney. 

“President Lebrun,” Herriot told 
the press, “did me the honor to in- 

~ vite me to form a Government. 

“fT thanked him with the respect- 
ful affection which I have for him, 
but I declined this honor for rea- 
sons of confidence to which I am 
determined to remain faithful. 

“T will not enter in any Cabinet.” 

Herriot notified Washington last 
night that he was no longer quali- 
fied to carry on negotiations con- 
cerning the debt, inasmuch as his 
Ministry had fallen. The Herriot 
Ministry, defeated on the debt 
issue when the Chamber voted yes- 
terday to defer payment, is merely 
carrying on current business. 


Cabinet Requirements. 

Former Premier Pierre Laval, 
who went to Washington last year 
and talked debts with President 
Hoover, confirmed reports today 
that he recently told friends if there 
should be, in the French Senate, 
only one vote against payment of 
the December interest to the 
United States, that vote would be 
his. Laval, it is understood, be- 
lieves that the Hoover moratorium 
and the Hoover-Laval communique 
at Washington clearly linked rep- 
arations and debts and established 
the priority of reparations over 
debts. He is against payment of 
the December interest to America 
because he thinks that Europe is 
entitled to a new moratorium 
which would follow the Hoover 
moratorium. He also thinks such 
a moratorium is justified by what 
has gone before and would permit 
an opportunity: for the Govern- 
ments to negotiate. 

‘Laval authorized the cabling, as 
an expression of his general views, 
an editorial he personally wrote re- 
cently for his newspaper “Monitor,” 
published at- Clermont-Ferrand. 
Laval wrote that as a result of the 
Lausanne accord Germany, her ex- 
ternal debts lightened, would hence- 
forth be in a position to play a role 
in the industrial domain which 
would not always conform to the 
interests of British industry. 

Germany’s New Position. 

“Mr. MacDonald,” the editorial 
said, “will perceive that his policy 
which triumphed at Lausanne re- 
serves surprises for his country. 
Provided with powerful material 
procured as a result of loans from 
American and English bankers, 
German industry can now gaily set 
forth to conquer the majority of 
the markets of Europe. American 
industrialists will soon feel the dis- 
estrous effects of the Lausanne 
agreements by seeing certain Euro- 
pean outlets closed to them. 

“It is certain that ratification of 
the Lausanne accord will be subor- 
dinated to adoption by the United 
States of decisions which the Euro- 
pean nations already have taken. 

“We cannot pay our:English and 
American creditors unless we re- 
ceive our credits from Germany. 
France cannot alone suffer the ef- 
fects of wiping the slate clean. Our 
country has gone to the extreme 
limit of financial sacrifice in aiding 
the reconstruction of Europe.”

Lee, who lived in a boxcar 
nearby, dropped in. They had sev- 
eral drinks as they sat before the 
fire and talked. 

About 10:30 Mussler prepared to 
depart. Lee climbed into Mussler’s

The car was parked on the 
north side of the quarry, which 
in recent years has been used as 
a dump. Mussler backed up to 
swing into a path leading to Koeln 
avenue. The tires skidded on the 
icy snow as the driver tried to 
shift into first gear. His efforts 
failed to halt the machine, which 
rolled down a 15-foot slope and 
dropped 12 feet to the ice, which 
broke. 
Mussler explained that as the 
sedan went through the fice he 
shoved his feet through one win- 
dow and his fists through another, 
cutting his hands. Seeing that Lee 
was floundering in the icy water, 
Mussler tried to help him. 
“He was a poor swimmer, and 
he fought me,” Mussler explained. 
“That water was too cold and I 
had on too much clothing to be 
able to do anything with him. I 
shouted for George after I had to 
let go of Lee. George threw a rope, 
which I managed to reach, and he 
pulled me out. We did not see Lee 
again.” 
Police obtained little information 
about Lee. He had occupied an 
abandoned box car on a Missouri 
Pacific siding, near Koeln avenue. 
for some time, and was known to 
associates as a seaman. 
Mussler was treated at City dos- 
pital for exposure, and today 
showed no ill-effects of his experi- 
ence.

EX CONVICT SIAN 
AFTER WONDING 
DOCTOR FATALLY 


Dr. William J. Walsh, Phy- 
sician to New York 
Giants, Dies After Being 
Shot in Abdomen.

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—Dr. Wil- 
liam J. Walsh, physician to the 
New York Giants baseball club, 
who was shot three times last night 
by an ex-convict, died this after- 
noon in Lutheran Hospital. Three 
bullets penetrated the abdomen. 

Dr. Walsh, 41 years old, was 


well known as a specialist in ath- 
letes’ ailments. He pitched for the 
Giants in 1912 to earn money to 
pay his way through Fordham 
Medical School, from which he was 
graduated in 1915. 

The ex-convict, variously known 
as John Willlam Wilson, Victor 
Hugo and Frank Madden, filed 
from the doctor’s office, but agg 
cornered by police and killed. 

Police said the motive for the 
crime was robbery. 

Tuesday night, a man who said 
he was John William Wilson tele- 
phoned Dr. Walsh at his office on 
Riverside drive, saying he would 
arrive soon with his brother who, 
he said, was ill. Fearing it might 
be a wounded gangster case, Dr. 


Two policemen went to the office. 
but Wilson failed to appear. 
Last night a man rushed into 
the office, pushed past the doc- 
tor’s secretary and fired three 
shots at Dr. Walsh, all taking ef- 
fect. 
“George, I’ve been’ shot,” Dr. 
Walsh gasped to George F. Mur- 
phy, a friend, who was in an ad- 
joining room. Murphy seized a re- 
volver and chased the fleeing as- 
sailant. Two policemen joined 
him. Exchanging shots with the 
fugitive, Murphy and the police- 
men saw him leap into a parked 
taxicab. Shooting as they ap- 
proached, they found the man 
dead inside the cab. He had been 
shot seven times.

Buckminster’s Story. 

Unlike Weil, whose record as he 
puts it, is an open book—with co- 
pious reservations—Buckminster 
describes himself as a man thrown 
constantly by circumstances into 
the toils of the law. “A pawn of 
fate, like all of us,” as Weil puts it. 

“Tt was the unfortunate fact that 
I owned an imported Fiat automo- 
bile in 1910 that brought me into

| trouble,” Buckminster said. “T was

I 
did not take the trouble even to dis- 
guise my license plates. 

“I was arrested and w 
derstruck when I learned that they 
had swindled a farmer out of 
$3000.

Buckminster, who speaks precise 
English without affectation, de- 
clared he was a graduate civil en- 
gineer—“never mind the name of 
the university. My family, you 
know”—— After graduation he 
became a shorthand teacher and 
finally was secretary to Chief of 
Police R. W. McCiaughry of Chi- 
cago in the early nineties. During 
the Chicago World's Fair in 1893

he became a detective sergeant, . 


and subsequently left the force to 
establish a private detective agency 
—“‘and a most lucrative one.” 
“After I left the penitentiary Mr. 
Weil and I ran a motion picture 
show in Chicago for eight years,” 
he said. “The police followed us 
constantly. I moved to a Southern 
city and there for eight more years 
had a lucrative business under 
another name—promotion of stock 
issues, and so on. I returned to 
Chicago three or four years azo.” 


King Welil’s Abdication. 


Weil and his lieutenant smiled 
when the reporter recalled how 
Weil in 1931 “renounced” his fanci- 
ful title as “king of the confidence 
men.” 

“T am now led to believe,” he 
wrote at the time while he and 
Buckminster were in jail as sus- 
pects, “that I am charged with 
aiding in conspiring against King 
Alfonso of Spain, and of bringing 
about his dethronement through 
the financial medium of Kerensky 
bonds and Confederate money. The 
charge, it is hardly necessary to 
say, is false. But having been the 
king of con men, and realizing that 
the twilight of kings has come, I 
abdicate.” 

Weil had nothing but professin- 
al scorn for other workers in ‘she 
field of the confidence game, even 
of the notorious “Chappie” Moran. 

“He is nothing but a common 
stool pigeon,” he said. “Frank Reid, 
who worked with him, is a nice old 
man. He worked for me for seven 
years. But the man Tony Serpo, 
another of his helpers—well, he is 
nothing but a common ruffian, a 
bank robber and a heavy-harided 
thief. He’s in the penitentiary now, 
and that is where he should be 
kept.” 

How Pair Were Caught. 

Weil and Buckminster were in 
Kansas City last week and the first 
of this week on what they de- 
scribed as “a big business deai— 
perfectly honest.” They left by 
motor Tuesday afternoon. That 
evening the Kansas City garuge 
where they had stored their car 
had a long-distance telephone call 
from “Mr. Hale” in St. Louis. 

“We left a grip there,” he said. 
“Send it down to us on a motorbtus 
at once, won't you.” 


Part of Bank Loot. 


The garage manager made ar- 
rangements to ship the grip then 
notified the police, who found it 
contained bonds of a face value of 
more than $20,000. At first the 
police presumed them to be coun- 
terfeit—part of the stock in trade 
of the swindlers—but this afternoon 
they were identified as part of the 
loot taken in the robbery of the 
First Trust & Savings Bank of 
Riverdale, a Chicago suburb, in a 
holdup last May 27 in which rob- 
bers escaped with $63,000 cash and 
between $25,000 and $60,000 in se- 
curities, 

Prior to that discovery, however, 
the Kansas City police decided it 
was best to trap “Hale” and his 
partner. They sent the empty grip 
to “Hale” and notified the loca) po- 
lice, who followed him from the bus 
depot to the Claridge and there 
found that recipient of the grip was 
really Buckminster, his companion 
the notorious “Yellow Kid.” 

“Nothing to the affair,” Buck- 
minster commented imperturbably. 
“An acquaintance of mine in Kan- 
sas City asked me to bring the grip 
to St. Louis. Without knowing what 
was in it I decided it would be in- 
judicious to do so. So we left it in 
the garage.” 

“Let us discuss the matter no 
longer,” Weil interposed airfly. “Do 
you think I would be foolish enough 
to transport a grip containing 
stolen securities—bank robbery loot, 
fat that?

JANES A. REED ARGUES 
FORHAHATONKA AWARD 


In Court Here to Fight Appeal 
Taken by Builder of 
Bagnell Dam. 


Arguments were heard here yes- 
terday by the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals in the appeal from 
a $350,000 award for damages to 
the Hahatonka estate, Camden 
County, Mo., in connection with the 
Bagnell dam construction. 

Former United States Senator 
James A. Reed of Kansas City, 
chief counsel] for the Snyder Estate 


Co., owner of Hahatonka, argued in 
favor of sustaining the damages, 
awarded by a Federal Court jury 
in Jefferson City on Feb. 3. The 
appeal was by the Union Electric} 
Light & Power Co., owner of the 
dam. The Appellate Court took the 
case under advisement. 

About 159 acres of Hahatonka 
were submerged by the Lake of the 
Ozarks, formed by the dam, which 
backed up water in the Osage and 
Niangua Rivers. The estate com- 
pany, representing the three sons 
of the late Robert M. Snyder, Kan- 
sas City natural gas operator, 
claimed $1,000,000 damages. 

Reed, in his argument, defended 
the monetary value of natural 
beauty, such as that of the Haha- 
tonka country. With the aid of a 
large colored relief map he painted 
a word picture of the estate. He 
told of its crystal-clear streams, 
stately forests, ‘imposing hills and 
its natural bridge and other fea- 
tures. Submersion of a part of the 
land, he declared, destroyed much 
of the scenic splendor of the place. 

Rows of great trees along the 
banks of the two rivers were cut 
away before the lake water rose, 
Reed declared. Of this he said: 
“Why, they cut down the:frame of 
a beautiful and exquisite picture. 
They left the stumps of these price- 
less timbers sticking from the 
ground, rendering the whole a most 
unsightly scene except when com- 
pletely covered by water.” 

While it is true the estate once 
was offered for sale to the State 
for park purposes for $300,000, Reed 
declared the Snyder family had 
spent more than $500,000 on im- 
provements there. It’ was acquired, 
he added, “at a time when it took 
a day and a half to drive to it from 
the nearest railroad.” Excellent 
State highways now are only a few 
miles away. 

Judge William S. Kenyon, former 
United States Senator from Iowa, 
presided at the hearing. Ten years 
ago he and Reed were colleagues in 
the Senate and, while of opposite 
political faiths, often were allied in 
the progressive bloc. The Judge 
heard much the same _ eloquence 
from Reed that he used to hear at 
the Capitol, though on a different 
subject. Judges Sanborn and Gard- 
ner also participated.

jing of the Commissioner of Intcr- 


na] Revenue, claiming a deficieney 
of $15,445 in Sommers’ estate tux. 
The Commissioner had claimed that 
since Sommers’ will left only $35,- 
000 to the Shelter Home, the execu- 
tors could not claim an exemptio3 
for the $250,000 given the institu- 
tion. The board sustained the Com- 
missioner on the point. The execu- 
tors also appealed to the board on 
the finding of the Commissioner 
that $45,000 worth of Missouri real 
estate should have been included 
in the estate. 

This question has been decided 
long ago in the negative and the 
commissioner conceded before the - 
board that the $45,000 should be 
excluded. Florida real estate, val- 
ued at $8845, was included in the 
estate. 

In the McMillan case the Com- 
missioner of Interna] Revenue had 
asserted an estate tax deficiency 
of $150,346, claiming among other 
things that McMillan was an Amer- 
ican citizen. Among the items 
which the commissioner said should 
be included in the estate were: Per- 
sonal property in England and 
East Africa valued at $278,780; an 
escrow fund of $289,545, and a claim 
against the estate of Eliza McMil- 
lan valued at $399,635. 

McMillan was born in St. Louis 
in 1872 and he moved to England 
in 1899, where he represented . an 
American business firm. In 1903 
he went to British East Africa, 
later known as Kenya Colony, 
where he acquired large tracts of 
farming land.

War, retiring with the rank of Ma- 
jor. In 1918 he was knighted. He 
died in.

“The United States Government 
indicated also to our Ambassador, 
Sir Ronald Lindsay, that if the Eu- 
ropean Powers devised a reason- 
able reparations settlement, this 
would be the best method of ap- 
proach with a view to revision of 
the war debts due the United 
States. That is an important mat- 
ter because it is justification of the 
statement in the recent British note 
that the initiative taken by the 
European Powers at Lausanne was 
taken with the cognizance and ap- 
proval of the United States.” 

There was considerable criticism 
of the manner in which the Govern- 
ment has sought revision of debts 
during the Commons debate. Win- 
ston Churchill attacked Premier 
MacDonald’s linking of Great Brit- 
ain’s case with that of France. “To 
be forced to link our case with 
France would be disaster; but to 
want to do it was the acme of in- 
eptitude and the quintessence of 
maladdress.” 

At another point, he said: “Writ- 
ing notes to the United States is 
like writing notes to the Atlantic 


| Océan.” 


Chamberlain referred to section- 
al differences of opinion on the 
debts in the United States, declar- 
ing Great Britain would “enter in- 
to negotiations for revision with 
arguments which, indeed, might 
not appeal to the Middle West, as 
one member has said, but would 
appeal to the more responsible and 
more informed section of opinion in 
the United States.” 

David Lloyd George, Liberal lead- 
er, spoke of “the mother of Par- 
liaments gibbering away” on un- 
important matters while millions 
of her gold were taken to another 
land. Emphasizing that he was 
against default, he declared had he 
controlled events and America had 
refused to discuss a new settle«~ 
ment before demanding resump- 
tion of payments, he would have 
done as the French Parliament 
had done—he would have said “no 
parley, no pay.” 

Lloyd George remarked that “we 
are paying the heaviest burden of 
taxation in the world per head of 
our population. We have made 
the greatest sacrifices in money to 
save the liberty of the world, and 
we must be heard.”

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SCHOOL REVENUE 
1S HARD HT BY 
TAX DELINQUENCY 


Offset by Dropping Con- 
struction Program and 
Other Economies, Fi- 
nance Chairman Reports. 


Delinquency of taxes has caused 


revenue which has been offset by 
dropping the school construction 
program and by other economies, 
Arthur S. Werremeyer, chairman 
of the finance committee, has re- 
ported to the board. 

The board’s account of delin- 
quent taxes, as of Dec. 1, amounted 
to $2,759,677, according to Auditor 
Daly. On the same date a year 
ago the delinquency was $2,297,903. 
In the five months since tne school 
fiscal year began there had been 
recipts of $683,624 in back taxes, 
compared with $642,280 in the same 
period last year. 

Collections of current’ school 
taxes for 1932 were $798,654 
up to Tuesday. Up to the same 
date last year the collections had 
been $1,070,001. This year’s school 
tax levy is about $10,039,128 and 
whatever remains unpaid after 
Dec. 31 will become delinquent. 
Last year, the receipts up to Dec. 
31 were $4,022,612, out of a levy of 
$11,287,497. The board fears that 
only $7,700,000 or less of this year’s 
levy may be collected by next 
June 30. 

Pay Curtailment Helps. - 
Chairman Werremeyer said the 
10 per cent curtailment of pay for 
this fiscal year taken by all school 
employes had been sufficient to 
offset the 10 per cent reduction in 
the St. Louis real estate assessment 
ordered by the State Board, of 
Equalization. The school tax rate 
of 85 cents on the $100 valuation 
is lower than most cities pay for 
education, he declared. 

Within the past year the board 
has dedicated four new buildings. 
—Hadley Vocational School and the 
Woerner, Gundlach and Cole 
schools—Werremeyer recalled. He 
pointed out that. the board had 
been erecting schools out of cur- 
rent income for many years, except 
for a $3,000,000 bond issue of 1917 
necessitated by war _ conditions. | 
Only $2,007,000 of these bonds are 
outstanding, and Werremeyer pre- 
dicted that the issue would be re- 
tired entirely within five years 
more. There is a sinking fund 
holding $1,208,270 in City of St. 
Louis and State of Missouri bonds, 
offsetting all but $798,730 of the 
outstanding school bonds. 

High Schools Overcrowded. 

Members of the board have been 

discussing the possibility that a new 
bond issue may be needed within a 
few years, for more buildings. There 
is no surplus available in the 
board’s funds for construction and | 
none in prospect for the near fu- 
ture. Officials believe there is plen- 
ty of accommodation in the grade 
schools, but the high schools are 
overcrowded. To remedy the over- 
crowding, temporarily, the board 
has approved a proposal of Super- 
intendent Gerling for branch high 
schools. Use of vacant rooms in 
some elementary schools for’ the 
lower grade of high school work 
also is under consideration. 
In his report, Werremeyer said: 
“The board continues to develop 
the school system, to uphold its 
standards and to give the city a su- 
perior school service uninterrupted 
by financial depression. It is re- 
markable that while many school 
systems are floundering in debts, 
appealing to public and private 
agencies for help, shortening the 
school terms, paying employes with 
tax warrants instead of cash, the 
St. Louis schools have been: operat- 
ed on a cash basis without a deficit, 
and with a cash balance on Dec. 1 
of $600,000 more than that of a year 
ago. Better still, no essential part 
of the school system ‘has been dis- 
continued.

had been adopted when he was two 
years old, had devoted his entire 
time,to caring for his foster moth- 
er, who was suffering from an in- 
curable disease. He told police, 
they said, that he could not bear to 
see the woman who had been so 
kind to him suffer any longer, 80 
he killed her with a. hammer. ‘ 

He then killed her husband to 
save him the mental anguish his 
wife’s death would cause, police 
quoted the boy as saying. 

Almost seven hours after the kill- 
ings, Robert Jonah threw the 
neighborhood into-a state of ex- 
citement when he rushed into a 
market clad only in his pajamas 
and cried out that he had been 
hurt. Both his wrists had been 
slashed and his left wrist was 
broken. 

Police took him to Newton Hos- 
pital, where he told what had tak- 
en place at the Jonah home, They 
hurried there and found Jonah, 58 
years old,-and his wife, Amanda, 
60, dead. Each had been beaten 
with a hammer and their throats 
slashed with a razor.

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Has Not Yet Considered What ‘Kind of 


Transit Service City Should Have, 


Whether Street 


Cars or Busses. 


The present discussions between 
representatives of the city and the 
Public Service Co.’s security hold- 
ers are incidental to the move 
started by. the Board of Aldermen 
in 1928 to improve the local trans- 
portation situation. 

The only official action thus far 
of conclusive significance was the 
adoption by the board last suri- 


mer of a report of a subcommittee 
enunciating the policy of munici- 
pal ownership as the way to devcl- 
opment of an adequate, city-wide 
transit system. This report vas 
drafted, after extensive hearings. 
with the assistance of former Con- 
gressman Cleveland A. Newton, act- 
ing°as special counsel. 

After adopting that report the 
Board of Aldermen designcted 
three of its members—Aldermen 
Edward W. Wiehe, William J. Studt 
and Louis Fischer—to sit with the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment as a joint committee to work 
out plans for making the policy ef- 
fective. Mavor Miller, Comptrul- 
ler Nolte and President Neun of 
the Board of Aldermen are_ the 
members of the Board of Estimate. 

Suggestion for Sale, 

This Joint Committee decided; 
early in its proceedings, to ask tire 
Public Service Co., for its views a* 
to relation of its street railways and 
bus lines to the proposal for a :nu- 
nicipal system. A committee of six 
representatives of the company’s 
security holders answered with*a 
suggestion for sale of the prop- 
erties to the city for annual pay- 
ments of $3,107,000 for 30 years, 
equal to a price $43,000,000 plus in- 
terest on deferred payments. 

A subcommittee studied this pro- 
posal, recommended it be rejected— 
as it was—and set $25,000,000 as the 
maximum that should be consid- 
ered as a purchase price for the 
street railways and bus lines, in- 
cluding the Peopl’s Motorbus Co. 
The joint committee voted to dis- 
ecard the $25,000,000 figure in fur- 
ther discussions. . 

The matter stood still for months 
until a delegation of downtown 
property owners and merchants 
called for action. This resulted in 
the authorization of three _ repre- 
sentatives of the city’s Joint Com- 
mittee to meet with three from the 
security holders’ group to continue 
the discussions. The first meeting 
of the six conferees was that of. 
last Tuesday, at which the company 
representatives sketched a rather 
nebulous plan for turning the prop- 
erty over to the city for a share of 
earnings during a term of years. 

This plan, the significance of 
which will be examined a little 
later, is actually the only specific 
proposal before the Joint Commit- 
tee, Alderman Wiehe, its chairman, 
said in an interview with a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. 

Form of Transportation. 

Wiehe Was asked if the commit- 
tee had ever considered what form 
of transportation the city should 
have; whether street cars, busses or 
other means would be best suited 
for the future. He replied that the 
committee had not undertaken to 
decide this question, although it has 
gathered much information on it. 

“The Joint Committee has an 
open mind,” Wiehe said. “We were 
all elected by the people and we 
want to do what is best for the 
whole city. So far, the proposal of 
the Public Service Co. group is the 
only one actyally placed before us. 
We would welcome suggestions or 
plans from other citizens or groupes. 
We are not committed to any plan. 
What looks good today may not ap- 
pear so well tomorrow.” 

Wiehe said that, now that the 
project of acquiring the street rail- 
ways had been brought forward, he 
expected the Conference Committee 


‘to deal with it promptly to see if it 


is advisable and possible to agree 
on some plan to take over all or 
part of the company’s property. 

Only a sketchy outline of the plan 
in the minds of the security hold- 
ers’ representatives was disclosed 
Tuesday. In general, it provided: 

Title to the system to be trans- 
ferred to the city. 

The property to be cleared of 
all present mortgages or obliga- 
tions except liability for current 
damage claims. 

The city to pay to the company 
for the benefit of the security 
holders a percentage of the earn- 
ings above operating costs for a 
term of years. 

How Each Might Fare. 

From the discussions at the meet- 
ing and from the company’s annual 
reports it is possible to gain some 
idea of how each party would fare 
under this arrangement. 

By the transfer of title to the 
city, under existing laws, the sys- 
tem no longer would be subject to 
property and income taxes. Total 
taxes paid iff 1931 were $1,459,586, 
of which $1,239,405 went to the City 
of St. Louis and the city schools; 
$134,464 to St. Louis County and 
$85,717 to the State. As the com- 


pany showed a net loss it paid ml 


income taxes. 

The plan contemplates that the 
city would receive about the same 
percentage of the revenue above Oop- 
erating expenses as is now com- 
prised by the tof&l taxes paid. This 
would leave the city in as good a 
position as at present, but the loss 


of taxes no doubt would be a ser- 
ous matter to County and State. 
Current damage claims, that is 
claims. not settled, would be a sub- 
stantial liability to be assumed by 
the city. The exact amount, of 
course, would have to be computed 
at the time of transfer of title, but 
at the close of 1931 the company’s 
report showed 2739 suits not yet 
settled. The average cost a suit 
settled that year was $554. Applying 
the same average to the pending 
suits showed a possible contingent 
libality of $1,517,406. Costs for in- 
juries and damages arising after 
transfer to the city would, of 


course, be part of the current oper- 


taing expense. 


It is evident the company hopes 
it would continue to receive about 
the same percentage as now of rev- 
nue above operating expenses. This 
is from 60 to 65 per cent. This is 
the money from which the com- 
puny now pays interest to its se- 


curity. holders and other creditors, 


pays dividends, if any, and _ sets 
aside a depreciation fund. 
Possibility of U. S. Loan. 

It was proposed that if $5,000,000 
or $6,000,000 should be borrowed 
from the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation to build a downtown 
subway the interest and amortiza- 
tion cost of that loan, estimated at 
$100,000 a year, be placed ahead of 
the division of earnings. 

It is estimated the company’s 
earnings above direct - operating 
cost this year will be about $4,300,- 
000. Under the plan the city would 
get about 25 per cent, or a little 
more than $1,000,000 (and no taxes), 
and the company would get about 
$2,795,000. This would be nearly 
$1,000,000 more than enough to pay 
interest on the company’s debts. 

The company’s plan, however, did 
not suggest a definite ratio for di- 
vision of earnings. ‘It left the ques- 
tion open, as it did the term of 
years. It was suggested that if the 
city acquired the property and im- 
proved it, earnings might increase 
to the advantage of both parties. 
The opposite has been the experi- 
ence of the company for several 
years. 

Trend Toward Busses. | 

Some members of the Joint 
Transportation Committee have 
taken notice of the possibility that 
busses may soon be the prevailing 
mode of urban transportation. In 
the report prepared by C. A. New- 
ton last summer for the committee, 
which resulted in adoption of the 
municipal ownership policy, it was 
pointed out that for $16,000,000 
enough modern busses could be 
purchased to provide as many seats 
as are now provided by street cars. 
These busses presumably could be 
bought on some kind of a time pay- 
ment plan. 

President Neun of the Board of 
Aldermen has repeatedly referred 
to this in committee discussions 
and has said that any proposed 
subway should be considefed as a 
possibile avenue for busses rather 
than street cars. 

The report of a subcommittee 
recommending rejection of the 
$43,000,000 price asked for the street 
railways said: “The acknowledged 
trend to busses will occasion addi- 
tional abandonment of present 
trackage, if the desires of the pub- 
lic are to be met and, adequate 
service is to be offered.” 

Secretary Meyers of the present 
conference committee published an 
analysis of the transportation situa- 
tion in which he said: “With 
changes taking place in mass trans- 
portation as rapidly as they are to- 
day, if the city, finds itself com- 
pelled to go into the transportation 
business it might be less expensive 
to start fresh rather than take 
over a run-down property with 
heavy deferred maintenance as was 
done in Detroit.” 

Richard W. Meade, formerly gen- 
eral manager of the People’s Mo- 
torbus Co., said that busses could 
take care of the entire mass trans- 
portation requirements of St. Louis.

‘PROHIBITION IS IN DANGER,’ 
DR. WILSON’S REPORT SAYS 


Secretary of Methodist Board Pre- 
dicts “A Terrible Reaction,” 

However. 

By the Associated Press. , 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Dr. 
Clarence True Wilson, in his re- 
port as secretary of the Board of 
Temperance, Prohibition and Pub- 
lic Morals of the Methodist Epis- 


copal Church, made public today, 
said “prohibition is in grave dan- 
ger” but declared this was due to 
“capture of organizations and edu- 
cational agencies by the wets” and 
predicted “a,terrible reaction.” 

The board has just concluded its 
annual meeting here. Primary re- 
sponsibility for maintenance of 
temperance “rests definitely upon 
the Christian Church,” the report 
said, “and prohibition presents the 
only legislative situation conducive 
to the success of temperance teach- 
ing.” 

The board called for every local 


church to organize in defense of 


prohibition. 

In his report, Wilson expressed 
his opinion that President-elect 
Roosevelt “is conscientious in his 
views and a man of high ideals.” 

“We will find ourselves in di- 
rect conflict with him over prohi- 
bition,” he said, “hut it will be in 
the open, on the square, and carry 
no personal implications.” 


GERMAN EMPLOYMENT FUND 


Cabinet Sets Aside $360,000,000 for 
Creating Jobs. 


BERLIN, Dec. 15.—The German 
Cabinet today set aside 1,500,000,000 
marks (about $360,000,000) for cre- 
ating jobs. Of this sum, 990,000,000 
marks was left over from the em- 
ployment program of former Chan- 
cellor von Papen. According to the 
newspaper Tageblatt, the balance 
will be supplied by the Reichshank. 

The method of increasing employ- 
ment will be disclosed in an emer- 
gency decree in a few days. 


FARM SPOKESMAN 


Witness Says Plan Being 
Considered by House Ag- 

: riculture Committee Will 
Draw Support. 


By the Associated Preis. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Farm 
spokesmen told the House Agricul- 
ture Committee today they thought 
the voluntary domestic allotment 
relief plan “would prove so helpful 
that the farmer would be willing to 
cast his lot in support of it.” 

The statement was made by Fred- 
erick T. Lee, the representative of 
many: national groups that have 
joined in supporting the allotment 
relief principle. He made it at the 
beginning of his second day on the 


stand and attendance at the hear- fee % 


ing was so great the committee was 
forced to seek larger quarters. 

Chairman Jones, who has drafted 
an allotment bill differing in some 
essentials from that proposed by 
the farm groups, opened the hear- 
ing by thanking the agricultural 
leaders for uniting behind one 
plan. 

Great Help to Committee. 

“T don’t know whether the com- 
mittee will be able to go along in 
full with the program suggested,” 
Jones said, “but it will be a great 
help to the committee in its work 
to have this unanimous agreement 
of the farm groups.” 

Asked whether he thought farm- 
ers generally would be willing to 
volunteer their support of the plan 
which would apply to four great 
stable commodities—wheat, cotton, 
tobacco and hogs—Lee replied: 

“We believe the benefits will 
prove so helpful that the farme; 
will be willing to cast his lot in 
support of it. We think all pro- 
ducers will be attracted, but if the 
farmer does not fulfill the 20 per 
cent acreage reduction in 1933 he 
will have no benefits.” 

What the Pian Proposes. 

Under the proposed plan the 
farmer would be paid an amount 
above the world price on his per- 
centage of production of the do- 
mestic consumption that would be 
necessary to bring the purchasing 
power of the crop to its pre-war 
level. The entire system would be 
administered by the Agriculture 
Department, and not by the Farm 
Board. ‘ 

The question of disposition of 
the Farm Board was raised by Rep- 
resentative Anderson (Rep.), Min.- 
nesota. 

“Do you“favor abolishment of the 
Farm Board?” Anderson asked. 

“We want the preservation of all 
that is good in the act,, that is all 
except the stabilization provisions,” 
Lee replied, “but we are not so in- 
terested in the administrative 
agency. 

“We want such features as the 
co-operative and educational work 
continued. But whether they are 
continued under the board or ths 
Secretarv of Agricniture, the farm 
leaders do not feel concerned. We 
would leave that question to the 


new administration.”

Measure Offered in House Stipu- 
lates Buyers Must Pay Off United 
States Loans on Them.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Legis- 
lation to authorize veterans to sell 
their bonus certificates providing 
the buyer pays off loans advanced 
on them by the Government ‘was 
proposed in the House today by 
Representative Bachmann of West 
Virginia. 

Bachmann, Republican whip, said 
the measure was his individual 
idea. He said it “will give the vet- 
erans the immediate benefit of 
their certificates; cease agitation 
for cash payment of the bonus, and 
return more than $1,500,000,000 to 
the Federal Treasury.” 

“The certificates belong to the 
veterans and they should be per- 
mitted to dispose of them as they 
wish,” Bachmann told newspaper 
men. | 

The present law prohibits banks 
and individuals from taking over 
the service certificates.

Opposes Depot System. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OME time ago the Post-Dispatch 

editorially offered the suggestion that 
St. Louis consider the commissary or de- 
pot system of distributing food among 
the needy. To be sure, you did not ad- 
vocate its adoption. However, the edi- 
torial in question did not contain some 
of the pertinent facts and actual experi- 
ences which speak against this plan. 

In a reprint from the Family of No- 
vember, 1932, copyrighted by the Family 
Welfare Association of America, the 
Russell Sage Foundation, through Joan- 
na C. Colcord, issues a pamphlet on “The 
Commissary System,” in which extensive 
data from all over the country is assem- 
bled which decidedly discourages this 
system. The case of Grand Rapids, 
which received nation-wide publicity, is 
mentioned. A committee of 100 promi- 
nent citizens has recently studied the 
Grand Rapids system and reported en- 
tirely unfavorably on it. 

“In Salt Lake City,” the pamphiet 
states, “the director of,/the County Wel- 
fare Department, which operated a com- 
missary, felt convinced that its exist- 
ence had greatly stimulated demands for 
help on his department, and this and 
other reasons had brought him to the 
decision to close it last May.” 

The Mayor of Syracuse, N. Y., investi- 
gated the commissary system in opera- 
tion in Toledo, O., and became convinced 
that, if rent, equipment and necessary 
operating expenses were paid for and al- 
lowance made for loss in distribution, the 
cost of providing food would amount to 
about 12 per cent over the wholesale food 
price. 

Especially the inability to provide and 
handle perishables on an economical ba- 
sis is a severe handicap for commis- 
saries. From a theoretical standpoint of 
efficiency, the commissary would seem 
to be the more economical way; however, 
a study of actual facts would advise 
against it. 

The New Jersey Emergency Relief 
Administration has found that it costs 
only from 2 per cent to 3 per cent more 
to distribute food through regular re- 
tail trade channels, as against the com- 
missary system with its discouraging fea- 
tures. 

Then there is the question of inter- 
ference with the processes of retail trade, 
of which the American Red Cross says 
this: “The expenditure of relief funds 
through local merchandising channels 
stimulates the flow of cash and credit 
and thus aids the economic rehabilita- 
tion of the area. This results in a net 
benefit to the community greatly in ex- 
cess of the benefits secured through the 
distribution of supplies purchased else- 
where. Merchants in condition of col- 
lapse can continue and can better afford 
to carry families after the Red Cross 
has discontinued relief, when thus aid- 
ed.” 

This is noteworthy when you consid- 
er the plight of the grocer who has car- 
ried his customers for long period# on 
credit, only to see them taken away when 
he might hope to recover a little profit 
from their orders.

The city is not interested in pulling chestnuts out 


it will abstain from any proposal other than one of 
outright sale. We have a modern transportation sys- 
tem to devise in St. Louis. It is a problem that 
should be divorced from all thought of salvaging any- 
thing that is in the city now. The owners of the old 
system should be told flatly that the ‘best the city 
will do is to offer them a junk price for their hold- 
ings. If there are parts of the system the city can 
use in a new transportation system, the owners of 
the old property should be given a fair price for 
them. If the city must perforce take with these, ob- 
solete parts of the system, together with real estate 
which is not needed in a new system, the city can 
only pay for all such a junk price for the lot. 

Meanwhile, the subcommittee which is negotiating 
this matter should be told who the actual owners of 
the present transportation system are, and to what 
extent the conferees on that side speakefor all of 
those who have a stake in the property. The peo- 
ple who have appeared at the City Hall as the spokes- 
men for these investors indicate a disposition to en- 
gage in a prolonged negotiation, one that cannot hope 
to reach agreement for months to come, if at all. 

Appearing at the City Hall Tuesday, these spokes- 
men proposed (1) that the city go into partnership 
with the company and so save the company’s bacon 
for so long as it can be saved; (2) that a subway be 
built under Olive street, between Nineteenth and 
Fourth. streets, at a cost of $5,000,000 to $6,000,000, to 
be paid for out of earnings and in the end to belong 
to the public. . 

Both proposals are as remote from ’a bargain be- 

tween the city and the owners of the old transporta- 
tion system as twe proposals could be. The city 
cannot remain true to its declared policy of municipal 
ownership if it goes into partnership with the owners 
of the present property. Any such partnership could 
result only in the city holding the sack and its part- 
ners getting the profit. The city is in no position 
to hold the sack for anybody. As a matter of fact, 
it desperately needs itself whatever profits can de 
rive from the operation of a municipal transporta- 
tion system. Experts have shown that by eliminat- 
ing street cars entirely and operating a modern bus 
system, the city can solve the transportation problem 
almost overnight and at the same time begin to earn 
a million dollars a year for itself. 
The subway proposal is impracticable. It could re 
sult only in the city hitching itself to a dead horse. 
Years,would be spent in trying to pay for the subway 
at the worst possible time for any such extravagance, 
and in the end the city would have a short piece of 
subway for which it in all likelihood would have no 
use at all. The opinion that there should be a short 
subway on Olive street comes from the owners of the 
present street car property. They would like to graft 
their obsolete system upon whatever new stock the 
community puts in. Even that makeshift toward rap- 
id transit would cost at least $5,000,000, or one-third 
the cost. of enough fine busses to give real and com- 
fortable rapid transit to the whole city. 

Rudolph Kelker, engaged as a traffic expert by the 
city, advised against this or any other subway for 
St. Louis. He gave good reasons for not believing 
that the city should go to any such expense. Two 
excellent reasons which he gave were: (1) that St. 
Louis is not large enough to justify such an expendi- 
ture; (2) that more modern types of transportation 
are coming into the field. Mr. Kelkere knew quite 
well that subways are being built nowhere except 
as extensions to systems already in use. 

The attitude of the City Hall and the Board of Al- 
dermen in this matter of transportation is excellent. 
The city is making progress along sound and prac- 
ticable lines. It needs only to look at the matter 
through the spectacles of St. Louis to avoid every pit- 
fall and every error. The owners of the old prop 
erty are naturally looking at the matter through the 
spectacles of their own interest. -That is another pair 
of spectacles, one that has plagued the vision of St. 
Louis for 30 years. x

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BACK TO VERMONT. 

We return to Vermont. 

On a previous visit, a day or two after the first 
Tuesday following the first Monday of the late No- 
vember, we had occasion to pay the State a com- 
pliment for her unique constancy to the Republican 
party.

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FRENCH POSTPONEMENT. 

Postponing the payment today of less than $20,000,- 
000 interest on her debt to the United States, France 
has voted out the Herriot Government and waits for 
some new understanding in the whole field of repara- 
tions and war debts. ; 

There was nothing indecisive about the French re- 
volt from our own insistence that our debtors must 
make today’s payments. Men of all parties joined in 
it, and the vote in the Chamber-of Deputies was 380 
to 57. The defeat of Premier Herriot is unfortunate. 
France. cannot, of course, repudiate her debts. No 
great country can repidiate its debts. The Premier 
could not do other than he did. 

The French feel that they have not been fairly 
dealt with, after forgiving Germany most of the rep 
arations. There is justice in their position, and we 
can only believe that in time justice will be done 
them, The attitude of the French at Lausanne was 
the greatest of all post-war reversals. It is said of 
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qualities was that of forgiveness. It is the finest of 
all qualities, whether in the individual or the nation. 
A few more such exhibitions of greatness, particular- 
ly upon our own part, and the wounds of the World 
War would be healed. We would be upon our way 
to recovery. The new era which men see everywhere 
as the greatest of human necessities would at last 
dawn upon the international horizon. 

The De Broqueville Government in Belgium has 
also fallen upon this grievous field. Their case is 
identical with that of France. The American Govern- 
ment will have to think this matter over. The war 
debts are far from. being a mere matter of business. 
They are also to a much greater degree a matter of 
wisdom. We made a mistake in not granting Brit- 
ain’s request for postponement of the December pay- 
ment. Like ourselves, and like France, Britain can- 
not repudiate her debts; if she did so, her’own debt- 
ors could retaliate. Nations such as the United States 
and England have billions of.dollars out in the world. 
They must perforce set the example of full findncial 
responsibility. If it were not so, no people would 
trust another. 

This is not the first time France has refused to 
pay an American debt. She did the same thing when 
Andrew Jackson was President of the United States. 
The United States had signed a tréaty with France 
in 1831, by which American citizens would be paid 
25,000,000 francs for French deprgdations on Ameri- 
can shipping from 1800 to 181%” The United States 
was to pay France a counter-claim of 1,500,000 francs. 

After making two payments, France refused to pay 
any more. President Jackson laid her refusal before 
Congress, meanwhile threatening to seize the property 
of French citizens in the United States. France ob- 
jected to Jackson’s forthright method of procedure, 
recalled her Minister to Washington, notified the 
American Minister at Paris that he could have his 
passports. Preparations for war were made. Efforts 
were made to soften the attitude of Old Hickory, the 
man who had defeated the British in the battle of 
New Orleans.

America may as well decide to scale down debts, for there is no possibility of re- 
ceiving full payment anyhow, writer says; forcing defaults would impair world 
confidence, while reduction would help our business; trade for arms reduction 
is viewed as impracticable, as nations committed to militarism would prefer default.

doin the Allies a favor for which we are 
entitled to demand a quid pro-quo, and that 
we should bargain on this“basis. Is there 
In 
order to clear our minds on this point, let 
us state a few elementary propositions con- 
cerning the debts. : 

We have no choice between receiving the 
debt payments in full and scaling them 
down. This choice does not exist, because 
no’ matter what we decide, the debts can- 
not be paid in full. If we continue to de- 
mand payment according to existing agree- 
ment, the regult will be merely that pay- 
ments will be defaulted, or perhaps even 
that the debts will be repudiated. The real 
choice lies between default and voluntary 
reduction on our part. 


The committee of economists which re- 
ported for the Twentieth Century Fund 
makes this clear. Merely on account of the 
decline of prices, the burden of the debts 
has been increased by 50 per cent during 
the depression. In addition, international 
commerce has been so restricted that the 
forei ommodity trade of the, debtor na- 
tions, hence their capacity to pay, is 
only per cent of what it was in 1929. 
Many of these nations have reached the 
limit of yield in rates of taxation and are 
confronted with serious budgetary problems. 

Aside from these considerations, their 
capacity to transfer payment has been re- 
duced by the necessary cessation of repara- 
tions receipts from Germany. Reparations 


formerly. furnished most of the money to .- 


pay Allied debts—and our loans to Germany 
furnished the money to pay reparations. 
Whereas the British annuity paid in 1923 
represented a value equivalent to six 
months’ exports from Britain to America at 
that time, the payment this year represents 
four years’ exports at the present rate. For 
how many ‘years could Britain pay us every 
year, the value of four years’ exports? To 
pay, she must seriously diminish her gold 
reserve or her reserve of foreign currencies, 


‘thus creating further embarrassment for the 


pound, Obviously, this sort of thing cannot 
long continue. The ultimate choice, it must 
be repeated, is between reduction of the 
debts and default. We shall not in any case 
receive full payment. : 
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Reduction of the debt payments would be, 
not a favor granted to the Allies, but an act 
in our own interest. Default, which is the 
only alternative to reduction, would injure 
confidence, freeze many private foreign 
debts which might otherwise be good and 
prevent any prompt renewal of the flow of 
short-term credits and investments abroad.

A 
prompt settlement would be worth infinite- 
ly more than a settlement delayed to bar- 
gain for some ether advantage. If our 
foreign markets for wheat, cotton and other

instance, they would be revived as a result 
of the increase in purchasing power which 
might follow reduction of debts, fully as 
much as from any agreement on tariffs or 
import restrictions which might be nego- 
tiated in a debt conference. It is important

nomic conference to know, as a first prem- 
ise, what the war-debt situation is to be. 


_ This difficulty must be cleared out of the 


way before further progress can be made. 

‘Any promise about arms reduction which 
might be cxacted in return for debt reduc- 
tion would be worthless. Pronouncements 
of individual statesmen on the question of 
armament reduction mean nothing; only 
ratified treaties specifying in detail how 
armaments are to be reduced will accom- 
plish the result. Nations will not negotiate 
and ratify treaties of this sort unless they 
are convinced that their interests and safety 
are compatible with so doing. 


We cannot force any nation into an arms 
agreement by pressure for debt collection.

Key Shots for Telegraphic 
Tournament — Michigan 


Won Championship.

There are those who have 
laughed at the various “instruction” 
billiard tournaments, which Charles 


C. Peterson, local fancy shot expert, 
has promoted from ‘time to time. 
Among the scoffers are those who 
figure that a billiard player should 
be able to make the simple shots, 
which start out Peterson’s “instruc- 
tions.” 

But not so in the various col- 
leges and universities throughout 
the country. Arrangements are 
now being completed to hold the 
second annual Intercollegiate Bil- 
liard Championships, in which 
there are 20 “key shots” all de- 
signed more or less on the instruc- 
tion variety and all “gather shots” 
showing that in.a regular billiard 
match, it is the first shot which 
really counts, with the others fol- 
lowing. 

Last season in the “intercollegi- 
ate” Michigan and Brown won the 
sectional titles and Michigan, be- 
cause its members played under 
far better conditions, won the 
championship. 

20 Key Shots. 

Peterson has received word that 
12 or 13 universities will be in the 
next tournament competition and 
that Brown and Purdue have al- 
ready been designated as section- 
al centers. The tournament will be 
under the jurisdiction of the Ama- 
teur Billiard Association of Ameri- 
ca, which is affiliated with the A. 
A. U. However, the real work falls 
on the shoulders of Peterson, who 
has drawn up the 20 key shots and 
who now is mailing them to the 
various colleges, so that those in- 
terested can become acquainted 
with them before the event opens. 
Each school will hold its indi- 
vidual tournament next February 
to decide on its team, while the 
tourney proper starts in March. 
Telegraph and radio will be used 
to give results among the contend- 
ing teams.

Then he goes to No. 2 and until 
No. 20 has been played. If suc- 
cessful only once on one shot, that 
is his inning score. 

In his list of shots are some, 
which are not easy for even an 
experienced player, and as Peter- 
son said today, “If a man can make 
all 20 shots consistently, I'll guaran- 
tee that he will be able to play good 
billiards.” 

All the matches are under the 
supervision of a referee, who will 
place the balls, according to the 
diagrams and then start play. 

The first of the shots, which Pe- 
tersom® has mapped out for the in- 
tercollegiate competition, is re- 
printed with this article. Others 


which should be of interest to all ' 


those, who hope to improve their 
billiards, will appear in the Post- 
Dispatch from time to time.

Club of Missouri that some action 
be taker by the 1933 Legislature 
to reduce the State automobile li- 
ceuse fees. 
The suggestion was referred to 
a subcommittee, which will report 
to the entire committee at its meet- 
ing here on Jan. 14. The subcom- 
mittee includes Hugh Stephens of 
Jefferson City, former member of 
the State Highway Commission; 
Charles Diehl of St. Louis, George 
Catts of Kansas City anc Carl 
Brown of Jefferson City, Assistant 
Chief State Highway Engineer. 
The proposal was offered by Roy 
F. Britton of St. Louis, president 
of the Automobile Club of Missouri 
and chairman of the Citizens’ Road 
Committee. The board of directors 
of the Automobile Club, meeting 
Monday in St. Louis, voted to ap- 
prove the principle of a reduction 
in the license fees, but. did not 


‘suggest how much the fees should 


be reduced. The feés were in- 
creased 50 per cent in 1924, through 
an initiative proposition, in con- 
junction with establishment of the 
2-cents-a-gallon gasoline tax to fi- 
nance expansion of the Missouri 
road building program. 

Britton told the committee he 
believed a reduction of the fees 
would result in increase use of au- 
tomobiles and fewer attempts to 
evade the license fees.

TELLS WAR VETERANS 
BONUS 1 MENACE 


Daniel Bartlett Against U..S. 
Aid Except for Injured 
or Dependents. 


Danie! Bartlett, lawyer and for- 
mer Police Commissioner, head of 
the war veterans’ division of the 
Missouri branch of. the Nationa! 
Economy League. gave out a state- 
ment today in which he said that 
for the best interests of deserving 
war veterans and their depend- 
ents the abuses of hospitalization 
and disability benefits, costing a 
“staggering” sum, should be cor- 
rected. 


Bartlett served overseas as an 
artillery officer in. the Eighty- 
ninth Division and is a member of 
the American Legion, His state- 
ment follows: 

‘“The veterans of the great war 
have a particular interest in na- 
tional economy. They believe that 
the prime obligation of the gov- 
ernment and the people of the 
United States is to generously aid 
the veteran, laboring under a 
handiap resulting from his service 
to his country, and to care for the 
dependents of those who fell in the 
war or who have died since as a re- 
sult of war causes. To these pur- 
.poses every veteran should conse- 
crate himself. 

Opposes General Bonus. 

“But if the funds of the national 
government are to be squandered in 
the form of bonus or pensions to 
ex-service men who are under no 
handicap resulting from their war 
experience, or in the hospitalization 
of ex-service men who are suffer- 
ing from something entirely discon- 
nected with the war, then the bur. 
den on the people of this country 
will become so great that this gov- 
ernment will soon be unable to ful- 
fill its obligations to the handi- 
capped veterans, or to the depend- 
ents of those who died through 
war. 

“The proportion of such war- 
handicapped veterans to the great 
mass of our people who saw war 
service is small. If Congress is to 
yield to the demands made for the 
many, the comparatively few who 
ought to be helped will suffer in 
the long run. 

Favors Aid for Disabled. 

“For those who still suffer from 
wounds or disease caused by the 
war, and the dependents of the 
war dead, the war is never ended. 
They need, not just a bonus, put 
they need and shall have substan- 
tial help, not this year alone, but 
next year and the next and so on 
until death comes to relieve them 
from their suffering and grief. To 
such men and women, the govern- 
ment can and should be generous, 
and the National Economy League 
does not propose to reduce the 
compensation, benefits and care to 
which they are justly entitled. If 
the league did or does propose such 
a reduction, then you won't find 
me in its ranks. 

“But to the rest, the Government 
cannot and should not support 
them. Nor can it go on giving hos- 
pitalization to such of them who 
are injured or sick unless that in- 
jury or illness was in some way at- 
tributable to such service. The cost 
to the people of this nation of this 
indiscriminate hospitalization is 
staggering. The adjusted compen- 
sation certificates, or bonus, of 
which one-half has been paid, and 
for which nayment has been de- 
manded of the other half, are insig- 
nificant by comparison. The bal- 
ance of the bonus, if paid, would 
cost our people about $2,000,000,000. 
But that would be paid in one year. 
This indiscriminate hospitalization, 
unless public opinion brings it to a 
stop, will go on costing us more 
and more each year for many years 
to come, i 

Wants Bonus Payments Delayed. 

“When the adjusted compensation 
certificates were authorized by Con- 
gress, it was intended as an accord 
and satisfaction between the vet- 
erans and our people. By the terms 
of those certificates, they are not 
yet due. Nevertheless, Congress 
voted to authorize the payment of 
one-half of their face value. Now, 
we are having another demand for 
the payment of the balance. 

“The veterans should oppose the 
payment of the balance of the 
bonus until it is due according to 


‘}the law under which it was grant- 


ed. Missouri veterans, members of 
the American Legion, voted 24 to 2 
against a demand for such imme- 
diate payment. 

“Every dollar paid to the great 
mass of able-bodied veterans or to 
those not suffering from service 
connected disability, is charged up 
against veterans. Because there 
are and will be so many of this 
class, the total is colossal. Soon 
public opinion, not always discrim- 
inating, will be aroused against all 
veterans, regardless of merits, and 
the war disabled, the dependents of 
the war dead, will suffer. The poli- 
ticlans, answering public clamor 
against veterans, will find in the 
huge totals paid out to undeserving 
veterans, an excuse for being nig- 
gardly with those who deserve and 
need the Government’s aid. 

“This possible result, the veter- 
ans’ division of the National Econ- 
omy League foresees, and it does 
not propose to see it accomplished. 

“If we are to do our duty to our 
fallen comrades of the war, to 
those maimed or suffering from 
disease caused or incurred during 
their service to our country, we 
must aid in securing intelligent vet- 
erans’ legislation and the intelli- 
gent, honest and generous admin- 
istration of such laws. This is the 
‘program of the National Economy 
League, as I understand it, so far 
as it affects veterans and depend- 
ents. The veterans’ division of that 
league thus raises a standard to

HOOVER LAYS CORNERSTONE 
OF TWO U. S, BUILDINGS 


Speaks at Ceremony for Labor and 
Commerce Structures in 
Washington. - 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Ex- 
pressing “profound pride as an 
American in the history of labor in 
this country,” President Hoover to- 
day laid the cornerstone of the new 
$11,250,000 Department of Labor 
Building. 

Simultaneously, by means of elec- 
trical synchronization, the Presi- 
dent also laid the cornerstone of 
the new Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission Building nearby. 

“It is -indeed a pleasure,” Mr. 
Hoover said at the outset of his 
brief address, “to make this further 
step i nthe fulfillment of the mag- 
nificent plan for the nation’s cap- 
ital. Since George Washington first 
visioned this city, it has steadily 
grown nearer to his dream of a fit- 
ting symbol of a great people’s pur- 
poses and energy and power.” 

The Chief Executive remarked 
that “a Cesar would have been im- 
patient” and would have “built the 
glorious city out-of-hand in the 
primitive wilderness.” He praised 
Washington’s plan. 


Agreement on Ottoman Debt. 

PARIS, Dec. 15.—Representatives 
of the Turkish Government yester- 
day ‘reached in principle an agree- 
ment with holders of the old Otto- 
man debt whereby Turkey will re- 
sume payment of interest on that 
part of the Ottoman debt for which 
Turkey resumed responsibility after 
the fall of the Ottoman empire.

DESTRIAN CONTROL 


ORDNANCE. DRAFTED 


he Will Be Offered to Aldermen 
Tomorrow — Walker 
Subject to Fine. 


An ordinance for the protection 
of pedestrians crossing street sec- 
tions ‘where there are. automatic 
traffic signals or traffic policemen 
will be introduced in the,Board of 
Aldermen tomorrow. Pedestrians, 
as well as drivers and motormen, 


would have to obey it. The pen-; 


alty for violation would be a fine of 
$3 to $25. 

Automobiles, street cars and oth- 
er vehicles, making right or left 
turns, would have to stop before 


‘crossing a crosswalk, if pedestrians 


were in the adjacent half of the 
walk. The vehicles would not be 
allowed to proceed until the pedes- 
trians had reached the nearest side- 
walk, the center line of the street 
or a safety zone. - 
Pedestrians would be prohibited 
from entering crosswalks except on 
the signal of policemen or automa- 
tic devices. They would be required 
to stayin the crosswalks when 
crossing. No provision is made in 
the bill for intersections - where 
there are no policemen or signs. 
‘Alderman Eilers will introduce 
the bill at the request of Director 
of Streets and Sewers Brooks. It 
has been approved by the Safety 
Council, the Automobile Club of 
Missouri, Chief of Police Gerk and 
Police Judges Foster and Blaine, 
Brooks said. Eighty-two per cent 


fof the traff{c accidents involving 


pedestrians occur at intersections, 
Brooks declared, and a boy was 
killed by an automobile recently in 
a crosswalk at Hamilton boulevard 
and Easton avenue. ,.Brooks said 
nine American cities and London 
have varying rules for control of 
pedestrians in the streets.

HEN you have a strong suit. 
W of six or more cards, that is 

no essential reason to insist 
on playing the hand in that suit if 
the opening bidder continues to 
show preférence 
for no trumps, If fe. 
you have 100 hon- £ 
ors do not surren- 
der the. declara- 
tion except under 
circumstances de- 
scribed in yester- 
day’s article, 
Lacking these, do 
not insist on the 
suit any more 
than if it con- 
tained only five

equally well in no trumps, perhaps 
even better. It finds automatically 
normal support in the opening bid- 
der’s hand, and will provide an ab- 
solutely deadly weapon for a 
squeeze in no trump play.

BY SUBSCRIPTIONS 
HELD UNLAWFUL 


State - Supreme — Court 
Knocks Out Wellston 
Track’s Scheme as ‘Sham’ 
to Get Around Statute. 


DECISION LIKELY ~ 
TO STOP HORSES 


Justices’ Legal Views Said 
to Apply to Systems Used 
in Western Part of 
State.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec: 16. — 
Betting systems designed to get 
around Missouri laws and permit 


wagering on horse and dog racing 
in the State were dealt a severe 
blow today by the Missouri Su* 
preme Court en banc, in declaring 
void an injunction under which the 
Wellston Kennel Club conducted 
dog races in St. Louis County for 
two days last May. | 

' The Supreme Court held that the 
“public subscription plan,’ which 
the club proposed to use, by which 
customers could win or lose on the 
dog races, was a violation of the 
State law against pool selling and 
against recordiing, registering or 
becoming custodian of a bet on a 
race. 

The system, similar to plans 
sometimes ‘called the “contribu- 
tion” or “certificate” system, was 
declared by the court to be “ob- 
viously a sham for the transaction 
of a business expressly forbidden by 


law.” 
Far-Reaching Effect. 

While the ruling dealt only with 
the system utilized by the Wellston 
Kennél Club in the brief period its 
injunction restrained State and 
county officers from interfering 
with operation of the track, its ef- 
fect will be more far reaching. It 
was learned from reliable authority 
that the decision would apply 
also to betting on horse races con- 
ducted at intervals on tracks in the 
western part of the State, includ- 
ing Platte,County, near Kansas 
City. 

The injunction knocked out by 
the court was issued at Clayton 
last May 11 by Circuit Judge Jerry 
Mulloy, on application of the Wells- 
ton Kennel Club. It restrained 
Prosecuting Attorney Castlen, Sher- 
iff Lill, other county officers and 
Attorney-General Shartel from in- 
terfering with operation of the 
track. 

The Supreme Court today made 
its preliminary rule of prohibition 
issued at the time of the injunction 
absolute, basing the ruling on a 
finding, in the injunction case, that 


for the injunction did not state a 
cause of action against the officers 
sought to be enjoined. This finding 
of no cause of action was based on 
the ruling the “public subscription 
plan” was in violation of the law. 
The Court held a petition failed 
to state a cause of action, if the 
facts disclosed the business in ques- 
tion contravenes any law of the 
State. 
Both Votes Unanimous. 

Both opinions were written by 
Judge F. E. Atwood. The vote on 
each was unanimous, the other six 
Judges of court concurring. 

The Judge said the facts showed 
that the kennel club proposed to 
conduct racing at a traci: at St. 
Charles and Ashby roads, under the 
“public subscription plan.” The plan 
provided for owners to lease the 
dogs to the club for the races in 
which they were entered. 

The “subscription contract” be- 
tween the club and customers mak- 
ing “subseriptions” bore on one side 
the entry number of the dog select- 
ed by the customer, the race and 
the amount “subscribed.” 

On the reverse side was printed 
this agreement: 

“The holder of this receipt has 
contributed the amount indicated 
on the reserve side hereof to the 
Wellston Kennel Clib, which be- 
comes absolute owner thereof, to 
defray expenses, provide suitable 
purses and indute the entry num- 
ber indicated on the reserve side 
hereof, and other entries, to enter 
the race indicated by number on 
the reverse side hereof under the 
rules of the association. The num- 
bers correspond with the numbers 
on the official program. 

“If the entry number indicated 
on the reverse side hereof shall be 
first in the race, the holder will be 
paid the proportion of 70 per cent of 
all that remains, if any, of the con- 
tributions made to the race, after 
payment of purses and expenses, 
that the amount received hereunder 
bears to the total amount so re- 
maining. If the entry number in- 
dicated on the reverse side hereof 
shall be second in the race, the 
holder will be paid 20 per cent of 
the aforesaid amount.

Army Planes Aid in Rescue 
Work by Lowering Rope 
Ladders — Troops Hold 
‘Back Crowds.

TOKIO, Dec. 16.—Ten persons 
were killed and about 100 injured 


today in a fire in the big Shiro-| 


kiya department store. 

It originated in Christmas tree 
lights and spread rapidly through 
large stocks’ of celluloid toys. When 
the blaze had been extinguished; 
the upper five stories of the build- 
ing were a wreck. 

The fire broke out before many 
customers had arrived but it was 
estimated 1000 persons were in the 
tuilding, of which 699 or 700 — 
mostly sales girls—were trappéd on 
upper floors. A few jumped from 


the building and were killed. Oth- 
ers were suffocated. Hundreds 
were taken off the balcony of the 
fifth floor by ladders, ropes and 
canvas chutes. 

Two hundred were in the roof 
garden while smoke billowed around 
them when firemen finally arrived 
and rescued them. Five army air- 
planes assisted: by dropping rope 
ladders. | 

A battalion of troops, with fixed 
bayonets, held back throngs press- 
ing fire lines and blocking traffic 
in the heart of the city for three 
hours. 

The fire was subdued shortly aft- 
er noon. The seven-story building 
was left a shell. 

In a menagerie on the roof gar- 
den, two lions, two bears and sev- 
eral monkeys roared and screamed, 
adding to the panic. Al! of them 
survived as the fire did not pene- 
trate the roofs. 

The loss was estimated at about 
20,000,000 yen (about $4,000,000).

ZERO WEATHER BRINGS 
‘SKATING NAL PARK 


Coldest in Nearly Three. Years 
— Trains Are Delayed in - 
Atrivitg. =. 


Trains reached St. Louis from 
30 minutes to four hours late:'to- 
day as a result of the’ coldest 
weather experienced here in nearly 
three years. ‘The temperature 
reached a minimum of zero at the 


downtown Weather Bureau at 6 
o'clock this morning. 

Most trains arriving were about 
half an hour behind schedule. Some 
from the East, West and South- 
west were an hour or more Jate and 
one from St. Paul, Minn., was 
marked four hours behind time. 

The Mississippi is,at the lowest 
stage on record here in 72 years— 
3.3 feet below zero on the gauge at 
the foot of Market street. The 
gauge is an arbitrary scale, und 
there is about 17 feet of water in 
the channel in midstream. Ice 
gorges in the Mississippi and the 
Illinois near Grafton, Ill, and in 
the Missouri River. near Kansas 
City are the cause of low water. 
Heavy ice is floating in the river 
here, this condition extending as 
far south as Cape Girardeau, Mu. 

Skating was permitted in all city 
parks today, the lak@ice having at- 
tained a thickness Of four inches. 
There is skating also on several 
East St. Louis lakes. ’ 

Three more streets were closed 
to traffic today for the benefit of 
coasters. They are Prather ave- 
nue, between Mitchell and Man- 
chester avenues; Harney avenue, 
between Alcott and Genevieve ave- 
nues, and Blaine avenue, between 
Grand boulevard and Thirty-ninth 
street. The permit for coasting on 
Knox avenue, between Elizabeth 
and Wilson avenues, has been re- 
voked at the request of residents 
who had asked for it originally, be- 
cause of complaints of rowdyism. 
The city now has 12 streets re- 
served for coasting and there are 
several in the suburbs. '

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—After 
giving notice yesterday that he 
would discuss France’s debt de- 
fault, Senator Pat Harrison (Dem.), 
Mississippi, told the Senate this 
afternoon that “certain things have 
happened which convince me it 
would be wiser to remain silent at 
this time.” He did not say what 
these “things” were, and to all out- 
ward appearances the situation re- 
mains unchanged. However, there 
was evidence that Harrison had 
yielded to entreaties from the State 
Department. 

Inguiry among Senators dis- 
closed that resentment against 
France was being supplanted in 
part by resentment against the Ad- 
ministration, based on a growing 
belief that France had been pri- 
vately assured that her debt to the 
United States would be reduced or 
canceled if France would reduce 
the amount of reparations collected 
from Germany. The conviction that 
France never would have agreed to 
the Lausanne reparatiops settle- 
ment in the absence of such assur- 
ance from the United States, was 
spreading through both houses of 
Congress. 

° Temper of Senators. 

It was apparent from the temper 
of the members that open discus- 
sion of the subject cannot be fore- 
stalled very long. At least one in- 
fluential member of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee is 
prepared to demand on the floor 
that President Hoover and Secre- 
tary Stimson diSclose what assur- 
ances, if any, were given the Brit- 
ish and French governments.

President's Planned Message. 


President Hoover will submit to’

The new complexion Cast on the 
debts issue by yesterday's default 
on the part of France and four oth- 
er nations, was studied today at the 
President's Cabinet table, but after- 
ward the officials directly concern- 
ed were non-commital on the future 
American course. 

A published report that Mr. Hoo- 
ver was considering further con- 
sultation with President-elect 
Roosevelt on the debts was met 
with flat denial at the White 
House. Despite the expectation’ 
that the President would recom- 
mend creation of a debts commis- 
sion, there was not prospect that 
Congress would approve it, and 
it was definitely learned the Ad- 
ministration has no intention at 
present of setting up any unoffi- 
cial agency of the sort without Con- 
gressional authority. 

“Should Show Good Faith.” 

In the Housé today, Representa- 
tive May (Dem.), Kentucky, re- 
called American aid to Allies in the 
World War, and said: “If they ex- 
pect reduction or cancelation of 
debts they should first show good 
faith by paying the installments 
now due. I refer particularly to 
France, because it is known that, 
if there is a nation throughout the 
world able to meet her obligation, it 
is the republic of France.

Test Case in 1927 But No Final 
Decision Was Made. 

The “subscription plan” of bet- 
ting declared illegal today is vir- 
tually identical, in the phrasing of 
the “subscription contract,” with a 
like contract used for a “certifi- 
cate” or “contribution” form of bet- 
ting which was brought before the 
Supreme Court five years ago, 
without a final decision. 

In that case, a test instituted at 
the instance of the Missouri Asso- 
ciation -of Horsemen, H. J. Plotell, 
employe of a horse racing track 
near St. Joseph, sought a writ of 
habeas corpus for release from a 
charge of registering and record- 
ing a bet, on the ground the “cers 
tificate” or “contribution” form of 
betting used at the track was not 
a violation: of the law. 

The Supreme Court, on July 25, 
1927, ruled the sy8tem did not vio- 
late the State laws, but later grant- 
ed a motion for rehearing, which 
set aside the opinion. Pilotell died 
before the rehearing could be held. 
Since the habeas corpus proceed-; 
ing could not be revived in the 
name of another person, the case 
automatically went off the court 
docket, and the status of the orig- 
inal ruling was just as if it never 
had been made.

“The beer provided for in the 
bill is of a slightiy higher alcoholic 
content (3.2 by weight or 4 per cent 
by volume) and being more palat- 
able, would be consumed more gen- 
erally than 2.75 beer.” 

Oltes Brewery Figures. 

The report cited that the brew- 
ing interests placed the probable 
consumption at 40,000,000 barrels a 
year within the next two years, 
with a revenue of $200,000,000 an- 
nually. It added,-however, that with 
66,000,000 barrels of tax-paid beer 
being consumed in 1914 that with 


would be a demand of approximate- 
y 60,000,000 barrels in the states 
where it can be legally sold. 

The report said “the alcohol in 4 
per cent beer is so diluted that it 
would require considerable effort 
on the part of an average person 
to dring enough to become drunk.” 

“Moreover,” the committee’s re, 
port said, “in determining what is 
in fact intoxicating it would not be 
proper to use either an inveterate 
drinker or one easily susceptible to 
intoxication as a criterion. Also, it 
should be assumed that the beer is 
to be drunk as it is generally 
drunk, that is, in limited quantities 
and with food . . . the presence of 
solids in an alcoholic beverage, 
in beer, or the presence of food in 
the stomach hold the alcohol back 
from its rapid passage through the 
stomach wall into the blood 
stream.” 

Use of Farm Products. 

The report pointed out that there 
were large quantities of “farm prod- 
ucts, including malt, rice, corn, 
hops, etc., used in the manufacture 
of beer.” 

It also estimated that the legal- 
ization of beer would give employ- 
ment to 75,000 men in breweries, 
225,000 in retail distribution and in- 
direct employment to many more 
in allied industries.

RECAPTURED LIFE TERMER 
KILLS HIMSELF IN JAIL 


Suicide Attributed by Sheriff to 
Disclosure of the Prisoner's 
Identity. : 

By the Associated Press. 

BROOKHAVEN, Miss., Dec. 16.— 
A county jail prisoner identified 
by officers as John Wood, an es- 
caped life termer from the Colo- 
rado State- Penitentiary, commit- 
ted suicide in jail here yesterday 
by slashing his throat and wrists 
with a razor blade. He contended 
that his identification was in error 
and said he was “George Evans.” 

Wood was held here on a charge 
of robbing a gasoline service station 
with a revolver, a crime now pun- 
ishable by death in Mississippi. The 
filling station employes identified 
him as the robber. Several Lincoln 
County, Mississippi, citizens identi- 
fied the man as-Wood and said he 
was a native of the Auburn com- 
munity.

The Court affirmed rulings of St. 
Louis Circuit Court, in four differ- 
ent suits, that the city held title to 
the land. 

Chief’ Justice Ernest S. Gantt, 
who wrote two opinions disposing 
of the four cases, held Chouteau, 
his wife, Therese Cerre Chouteau, 
and Lucas had conveyed title to the 
land, forever, and that there was no 
provision in the conveyance for a 
reversion of the land. He ruled the 
heirs held no interest in the land. 

The two opinions were based on 
construction of the conveyance, and 
of a legislative act of 1822, author- 
izing St. Louis County (as it was 
then), to accept a donation of a 
site for a courthouse. Title passed 
to the city when the city and coun- 
ty were separated in 1876. The city 
general 
court purposes until June, 1930, 
when the Civil Courts Building on 
Memorial Plaza was completed. 

The legislative act of 1822 au- 
thorized the creation of a commis- 
sion to receive and accept a doéna- 
tion of a site for a courthouse, the 
site to be conveyed to the St. Louis 
County Court and its successors 
forever, in trust for the use of the 
county. 

The offer of the Chouteaus and 
Lucas was accepted by the commis- 
sion in August, 1823, and the own- 
ers signed the deed conveyipg the 
site on Nov. 11, 1825. The donors 
added a provision to the deed that 
the land be used forever as _ the 
court-house site, but made no pro- 
vision for reversion. 

Judge Gantt held a provision in 
the legislative act that the land do- 
nated would be used as a site for 
a court-house did not limit the es-

the inevitable “kibitzer” who drew 
up a chair and followed every play. 

The bridge players, clad in worn 
garments, were guests at Ozanam 
Shelfer, the old Mullanphy Hospi- 
tal, housing now destitute men, 
many of whom were prosperous a 
few years ago. Opened last Feb- 
ruary as an experiment, with 300 
lodgers regarded as a full house, it 
now contains more than 8920 men, 
operating close to,capacity all of 
the time. 

Three card rooms in the base 
ment were crowded with pinochle 
players, while a row of checker ad- 
dicts, most of them gray-bearded, 
occupied the balcony that was once 
a choir loft overlooking a thronged 
assembly room which once was the 
chapel. So the bridge players re- 
paired to a corridor. All but one 
was over 50 and one was 72. One 
was an unemployed laborer. His 
partner was a contractor. They 
played against a cook and a paper- 
hanger. The “kibitzer’ was an aé- 
countant. 


' “We just use the ‘optimistic’ sys- 
tem,” said the paperhanger, taking 
a trick, “and it seems to work out 
pretty well.” 


The corridor led to the big as- 
sembly room, lined with benches, 
foggy with smoke, every inch of 
space occupied. At the far end, 
where the altar used to stand, a 
donated pool table was in use with 
men standing in line to get a 
chance to play. Almost obscured 
by the smoke was a radio, bringing 
the latest Broadwdy melodies. 

Occasional groups played cards 
on the benches, with hardly room 
to lay down their hands. They 
were as oblivious of the noise as 
were the checker players engaged 
in a seemingly endless: tournament 
on the balcony. 


The downstairs’ game rooms were 
crowded and silent, save for the 
crisp terminology of the various 
games or an occasional ejaculation 
marking the rise and fall of a 
player’s luck. Stakes were myth- 
ical, for the men have nothing to 
play for. 

“We need more cards,” said the 
Rev. John J. Murphy, superinten- 
dent of the shelter, which is fi- 
nanced by tne. Bureau for Home- 
less Men, “because every player 
wants his own pack, Besides, there 
are many men who have to sit idle 
because there arén’t enough cards 
and games to go around.”
